BUTTER AND EGGS. 

The tremendous fail in the price of 
these two farm staplesin the markets 
of the world during the past twelve 
months was felt very severely in this 
district where for the first time in the 
history of the settlement the bottom 
fell out of prices and butter was refused 
by wholesale at the stores. The loss 
that this entailed on the farming com- 
munity of all classes is much greater 
than would be supposed. The well-to 
do farmers depended on their butter 
and eggs to keep the house running 
during the summer and many of the 
new settlers hal nothing else to depend 
upon to procure necessary groceries. 
To cut off in a number of cases and to 
cripple in all cases this source of farm 
revenue meant a great loss to the dis- 
trict the effect of which was felt in 
every line of trade. What made the 
matter worse, it was so unexpected. 
Butter at least was a sure thing and 
eggs nearly as good. They were the 
prop upon which all felt safe to lean. 
But the prop gave way,and it could not 
be helped. The prices in outside 
markets had gone so low that the pro- 
ducts would not pay freight and agent’s 
charges. It is not doing those who 
could not dispose of their butter and 
eggs last summer and who at this sea- 
son have none to dispose of much im- 
mediate good to know that prices have 
gone up inthe world’s markets, and 
that to-day both butter and eggs are as 
good stock as they have usually been. 
But still the situation is worth thinking 
over. Wheat, which is the staple article 
of the western wor!d’s food supply, can 
be held over from year to year without 
great cost or damage. Consequently 
when there is an overproduction of 
wheat it may take years to work off the 
surplus. Although butter and eggs are 
staple food products also, they cannot 
under ordinary circumstrnces be held 
over from year to year, and consequent- 
ly aglut of either commodity causes 
production to fall off, and as stocks can- 
not be held over a scarcity results. 


dict a scarcity at no great distance 
ahead. Itis not necessary to argue 
that butter and eggs are necessarily 
staple products‘of this district. They 
will always be produced for home con- 
sumption, because the conditions are 
entirely favorable; and if advantage 
can be taken of the world’s markets 
the production can be increased inde- 
finitely, The trouble is that when 
butter and eggs are abundant here, 
they are likely to be as abundant else- 
where, and therefore that is not usually 
the time to sell to make money. The 
creamery butter that was shipped to 
the coast in August, and which netted 
the patrons 5c. a pound, would, if avail- 
able for the same market to-day, net 
them about 20c. a pound. Although 
no effort was made to export eggs the 
case was the same in regard to them. 


The secret of success in producing both ! 


butter and eggs is scientific cold storage 
so that they can be produced when pro- 
duction costs least and held without 
damage until fair prices can be obtain- 
ed. That cold storage is effective in 
regard to butter, the vast importation 
of Australian butter into England is 
proof. This butter is made in a tropical 
climate and taken on a_ sea “voyage 
across the equator and half around the 
world and yet is sold at a much higher 
figure than Canadian butter, which has 
made the comparatively short voyage 
without cold storage. Since its recent 
rise in price last year butter that other- 
wise would have been used as axle 
grease, has been sold in Montreal fora 
good figure, having been kept in cold 
storage over a year. Cold storage facilities 
are just as necessary for the successful 
handling of butter and eggs in this 
modern age as elevators are for the

THE H. B. CO. AT EDMONTON. 


It is a long time since the Company 
first came to Edmonton. So long ago 
that no one here or hereabouts can give 
any light on the subject. The store, 
office and warehouses which are now 
known as the For: are all that remain 
of a large palisaded enclosure with 
blockhouses on the four corners in 
which cannon peeped through the port 
holes and facilities were afforded for 
the most effective use of small arms on 
unwelcome visitors. The enclosure 
surrounded a small town in which all 
branches of industry and commerce 
suitable to the country were carried on. 
There was a blacksmith shop, carpenter 
shop, boat building shed, harness shop 
and even a mill, run by horsepower. 
The population of the little city ran in- 
to the hundreds. This was the Fort as 
it was within the memory of man. But 
before the present fort was built there 
was one still older, situated on the 
river ‘flat, half a mile further down the 
river than the present site, of which 
the cellars in part remain as well as the 
boat landing on the river. There are 
traditions that the old site was aband- 
oned for the present one on account of 
high water having fiooded the flat 
where the old fort was situated. But 
when that fort was first built even 
tradition does not say. Certainly it 
was before the amalgamation of the 
Northwest and Hudson’s Bay Com- 
panies in the 20’s, for there are re 
mains on what is known as the upper 
flat, which mark the site of a North- 
west company’s fort. And in the days 
of the rivalry of the twogreat companies, 
wherever the one built a fort the 
other built also. Which was here first 
no one knows, but at any rate the Hud- 
son’s Bay Company did all the business 
of Edmonton for the greater part of the 
present century, and does a large share 
of that business still. In the early 
days Edmonton was the stronghold of 
the company on the Saskatchewan and 
on its transcontinental trade route to 
the Pacific. Now Edmonton is the 
shipping point of the company for the 
vast Mackenzie river region north to 
the Arctic sea. Then the inland boats 
brought goods from York factory up 
the Saskatchewan tu Edmonton, and 
pack horses carried them on from here 
to the watersof the Columbia. Now 
the railroad brings the supplies for the 
Northto Edmonton and freighters’ teams 
take them on to the Landing to be 
shipped on the Athabasca and Mac- 
kenzie steamers. Then the Blackfeet 
Indians, of the south, the Wood Crees 
of the north and the Stonies from the 
Rocky Mountains, made Edmonton 
their chief trading point. Now the 
trade of the great and rapidly develop- 
ing agricultural region of the upper 
Saskatchewan centres at Edmonton, 
and the fur trade of the vast Mackenzie 
basin as well. With the enormous in- 
terests which the Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany have centreing at Edmonton it is 
only to be expected that their estab- 
lishment here, now as in former years, 
should be on the very largest scale. 
Their freighting between Edmonton 
and the Landing runs into many 
thousands of dollars every year. In 
order to handle the immense business 
centreing here in connection with the 
fur trade and at the same time keep 
pace with the rapid development of the 
immediately surrounding country in 
their local trade the company found it 
necessary some years ago to divide 
their Edmonton business into two dis- 
trict branches, as they had long ago

AGRICOLA. 


Correspondence. 

Several of our settlers who came from the 
Upited States are preparing to return to 
their mative land. Many of them will 
leave behind them improvements of con- 
<derable value. In conversation with these 
people we find nearly all of them like the 
country and are satisfied with its agricultur- 
al capabilities, but they say they fail to see 
now they can make a living when all they 
have to sell is so very cheap and all they to 
boy so very dear; and doubtless there is 
much reason for making such a statement. 

A prominent Dakota farmer who came 
here to see the country in October last said 
to your correspondent ‘I like your count: y, 
-our climate and soil and I believe that for 
yrain and stock it is unequalled on the 
-ontinent of America, but I must confess I 
haven't got sand enough in my composition 
so settle here for I don’t see how I can make 
ends meet. Your government is virtually 
the C. P. R., and while they apper to be do- 
ing all in their power tosettle up the 

ountry with one hand, with the other they 
are making it as difficult as possible for your 
settlers to ve with high freight rates and 
by allowing their lands to be locked up in 
the possession of non-residents who decline 
to pay taxes or do statute labor, leaving all 
the burden of developing the country on the 
shoulders of those who appear to havea 
hard struggle to establish their new homes.” 

Unfortunately we all know to our cost 
that what this man said is very near the 
truth, and we know also that while the pre- 
sent condition of affairs exists that despite 
the most strenuous efforts of our taskmaster, 
Mr. Van Horne, to populate the country, 
the cupidity of the C. P. R. will prove as it 
has done in the past the most formidable 
obstacle to the developement of the North- 
west. 

We inay congratulate ourselves on the 
withdrawal of Mr. Daly’s, immigration 
agents, most of whom were men who had 
no interest whatever in the development of 
the country and who cared little for any- 
thing beyond drawing their salaries and hav- 
a general good time, indeed nothing else 
might be expected from men who knew 
nothing of farming and who did not even 
live in the Northwest, which was the case 
with threeexceptions. During 1893 certain 
of Mr. Daly’s agents (glowing with the 
enthusiasm born of that vigorous immigra- 
tion policy which so miserably perished) 
might have been seen driving around the 
country followed by parties of men from the 
United States whom they had brouglit here 
to see the country. Most of these men 
bonght C. P. R. lands, but not one in 
twenty became residents, or ever paid 
school or statute labor taxes as every 
collector of taxes can testify. 


Unless something can be done to ameliorate 
the condition of the farmer we may look 
in vain for the settlement of the country, 
not because it lacks excellence in all its 
natural conditions, but because not a single 
effort has been made by the Dominion gov- 
ernment or the C. P. R. to make the ex- 
istence of the actual settler as advantageous 
as the resources of the country would lead 
him to expect.

The weather down here has been very 
open lately, but has now altered. We have 
had two or three slight falls of snow, but 
none promised to remain and thawed quick- 
ly.

THAT ANTI-TAX REBELLION. 


A Montreal despatch of Nov. 19th says: 
Quiet has been restored in the Lowe town- 
ship and village. The presence of the mili- 
tary had a startlingly sudden effect on the 
delinquent taxpayers who yielded at the 
first glimpse of them. There was no fight- 
ing, hot evena squabble, bnt the residents 
are much annoyed at themselves and each 
other at the expense which the Town- 
ship has been put to. The troops are en- 
Joying their outing. Delinquents are now 
tumbling over each other in an effort to pay 
their taxes into the treasurer’s hands. Some 
have not paid for fifteen years and the 
dollar or two of the original’ amounts have 
grown prodigiously, some debtors are making 
frantic efforts to scrape the money to- 
gether. : 

The township has been without a council 
ever since the trouble began, but the muni- 
cipal government is now entirely re-organiz- 
ed, seven men being at a mass meeting of 
farmers, elected councillors. The whole 
affair is practically over and the troops will 
be withdrawn at once.

GENERAL NEWS. 

Commercial Nov. 16: The grain move- 
ment has kept up fairly large this week, 
but the amount of Manitoba wheat shipped 
east of our lake ports is still considerably 
under last year to date, for the season. 
There has Leen practically no movement in 
other grains yet and the crop of oats and 
barley moy be said to be unbroken, Con- 
side. able fl.x seed, however, has been ship- 
ped out. Two weeks more will about wind 
up grain shipments by the lakes, and after 
that grain will have to accumulate in store 
here, or be shipped out all rail at higher 
freight rates. With prices sagging in the 
markets the past two weeks the outlook for 
values is not very hopeful after the close of 
navigation, unless in the meantime wheat 
should take a spurt in outside markets. 


Toronto despatch says : “‘A gentleman in 
official circles just arrived from Montreal, 
says, that although the Manitoba govern- 
ment will never consent to the re-establish- 
ment of separate schools, it is understood 
the reply of the Manitoba ministry to 
Ottawa will embrace one or more important 
concessions. It is said Mr. Greenway is 
sick and would do anrthing for the sake of 
peace, but the trouble comes from Messrs, 
Sifton and Watson. It is said the local 
government will agree to make the schools 
absolutely nonsectarian, and that any tinge 
of Protestantism that may have crept in 
will be done away with. The objections to 
historical works used inthe schools will be 
satisfactorlly met and ministers and priests 
will be permitted to come to the schools 
after 3 o'clock, and give religious teachings 
to the children whose parents inay so desire.” 


The Winnipeg Commercial’s Vancouver 
correspondent says of the markets there 
under date of Nov. 12th. For the week 
past wholesale men report business improv- 
ed. The chief feature in the market is the 
advance of butter, eggs and cheese. The 
last quotation received from Manitoba for 
creamery butter was 25 cents. No 
butter is being received from Manitoba or 
the Northwest. The only eastern creamery 
is being purchased in Moatreal at 244, with 
a probable advance by the time this state- 
ment appears in print. There is no dairy 
offering. All the old stale butter has been 
worked off. One firm had several hundred 
tubs. Two or three months ago they 
commenced to dispose of it at 24 and three 
cents a pound, but eventually they could 
not get rid of it even at these prices. They 
had made up their minds to sell it as a 
lubricant, when butter commenced to ad- 
vance in price. Yesterday the lot was 
disposed of at 15 cents a pound. Local but- 
ter is bringing fancy prices. There is no 
dairy offering. Eggs are very scarce.
